INQUIKE OF 


His Long Struggle Ended 
Without Pain. 


He Passes Away Surrounded by His 
Family and Friends. 


The Last Act in His Life’s Drama 
Closed Early This Morning. 


Scenes Pe the Dying Statesman’s Bedside— 
How His Last Heurs Were Passed—The 
Remains to Be Iaterred at His Old 
Home at Utica.

New York, April 18,—Morning.—Mr. 

Conkling died at 1:50a.m. At the bedside 

of the dying man were Mrs. Conkling, 

Judge Coxe, Dr. Anderton and Mrs. Oak-

Mr. Conkling passed away without moving 


jalimb. He looked as though peacefully 


sleeping. 

There Am a number of persons outside 
on the street waiting to catch the last re- 
port. Within doors there were between 40 
and fifty ‘persons also waiting to hear the 
worst. They were composed chiefly of rep- 
resentatives of the press and friends of the 
dead Senator. 

Mr. Conkling died in the rear chamber on 
the second floor of his residence. “lt was 
a dreadful struggle and the patient fought 
against déath,”’ said Judge Cole, the 
end was peaceful and unaccompanied by 
pain. His sorrowing wife and daughter 
were weeping at his side, but when once 
the keeg eyes glazed and set, Mrs. 
Conklitig bad / er daughter both bore up 
bravely, but the wife was the most pros- 
trated. rs. Oakinan supports ber mother. 

The ashen pallor deepened upon the ema- 
clated face. Mr. Conkling gasped three or 
four times and passed owen in death. The 
lines about the wouth and on the face were 
slightly drawn.

Robertson was politically his enemy, apd 
that the nomination was a violation of 
pledges gien to him by the President. 
Other nominations to offices in the State of 
New York, inade at the same time, were all 
of men friendly to Senator Conkling. When 
his determined opposition was declared, the 
President withdrew all the others, leaving 
that of ybertson to be acted on 
alone. Finding that he could not prevent 
the confirmation, Mr. Conkling resigned 
his Senatorship, as also did his colleague, 
and returned home to seek a vindication in 
tne form of a-reélection. In this, however, 
after an exciting canvass they failed, and 
two other Republicans were chosen to fill 
the vacant places. Mr. Conkling then 
withdrew ent ny from the political arena, 
ana devoted himself to his legal practice, 
which has been very lucrative.] 


HIS LAST HOURS. 


The Ex-Senator’s Final Struggle 
Against the Inevitable. 

New April 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] Dr. Anderton was the phy- 
siclan who watched Conkling during the 
night. At 8:20 this morning he said Conk- 
ling had spent a quiet night. He had taken 
$4 ounces of noarishment between 8 o’tlock 
last night and 6 this morning. The nourish- 
ment consisted of milk and koumyss. 

At 11:20 o’cloek this morning the head 
porter, O’Toele, who has been much in the 
sick room, expressed the opinion that, from 
the talk current in the roem, Conkling 
would not live throughout the night. He 
thought that there was no danger during 
the day. The patient was growing steadily 
weaker and was lying in a stupor. 

At a quarter past 9 o’clock Barker called 
on Conkling, and remained with him three- 
quarters ofan hour. When he came out 
he said: “Conkling is not so well this 
morning. The pupils of the eye, however, 
respond to light. He has taken 40 ounces 
of nourishment, principally milk. The

Pulse is and tempera- 
ture 100. I found it absolutely necessary to 
give active medicines.” 

W hat little hope the doctors had of saving 
the eminent man’s life was all based upon 
his splendid, vitality, rather than the 
chances of the treacherous disease. Those 
who would venture an opinion before were 
silent as the grave today. A great air of 
mystery surrounded the house. 

ALL HOPE GONE. 

At 3:25 Dr. Barker called on Conkling, 
and remained until 3:40. Hesaid: ‘‘Conk- 
ling since 12:30 o’clock has developed edena 
of the lungs, which is settling of the blood 
in the base of the lungs, and he will prob- 
ably die before morning.”

Dr. Barker seemed quite overcome as he 
stood on the steps of Conkling’s house this 
afternoon, and told the répurters of the im- 
pending dissolution of his patient. All the 
afternoon the sick statesman lay motionless 
in bed, inthe Hoffman House annex. He 
occasionally moved his arms, which were 
under the bed covering. He lay on his 
right side, in order that the wound on the- 
left side of his head might not get irritated.

Dr. Sands made when he operated in the 
endeavor to save the ex-Senator’s life.

General Agent Dunn of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé Railroad yesterday 
showed a Times reporter the following 
telegram concerning E. J. Baldwin’s horses:

Roscoe Conkling. 


The Grim Reaper keeps very busy 
With the prominent meu of the Nation. 
The death of Roscoe Conkling comes 


Presidential contest. He lacked more 
than a decade of the limit assigned by 
the Psalmist to human Jife—a limit be- 
yond which many of our public men 
have lived and done good service to 
their country. He was active and 
vigorous and not known to harbor any 
serious disease. In the estimation of 
the general public he was supposed to 
be good for another 20 yearsof active 
life, but death came galloping and car- 
ried him away. | 

For thirty years Roscoe Conkling 
has been one of the most prominent 
men in American politics. His char- 
acter was a striking one, causing him 
to stand out in bold relief from his sur- 
roundings and attract to himself more 
than the usual measure of censure or 
praise. Physically he was a type of 
manly beauty—tall, weil made, -with 
broad shoulders, compact chest and an 
erect carriage. He always dressed 
with scrupulous neatness, his language 
was elegant, and when he spoke on the 
floor every word was clearly enunci- 
ated, while slow and deliberate ges- 
tures lent effect to what he said. At 
times, when his features would light 
up with animation, his deep nostrils 
would quiver and lengthen into the 
expression of scorn which would often 
lash an opponent intofury. His man- 
ner toward strangers was at times dic- 
tatorial, but his personal friends wor- 
shiped him, and they have never 
thrown off their allegiance. - 

The weak points of Conkling’s other- 
wise noble character were his excessive 
personal vanity and overweening ambi- 
tion. To these traits he owed his 
political reverse and his subsequent re- 
tirement from active political life. At 
the same time, these elements in his 
disposition preserved him from grosser 
faults, which are all too frequently 
found among modern politicians. His 
pride would not allow him to stoop to 
any ignoble tricks or devices. What" 
he did he did openly, and was ready to 
stand the consequences. He fought 
his opponents in the open field, never 
attempting to ambush them by the way- 
side. In the Middle Ages he would 
haye become renowned in song and 
story as a preux chevalier—a model 
knight-errant, sans peur et suns reproche. 

Mr. Conkling had been dead politi- 
cally for seven.years, since May 1881, 
when in consequence of the difficulty 
with President Garfield regarding the 
appuvintment of William H. Robertson 
as Collector of New York, he resigned 
his Senatorship like a petted and 
spoiled child, believing that he would 


be sent back by an  over- 
whelming expression of popular 
approval from he peopleo of 


his State. In this, however, he was 
doomed to bitter disappointment. His 
vaulting ambition had o’er-leaped 
itself. His proud spirit was crushed 
and he retired from the political arena. 

In connection with this episode of 
his career, the following anecdote, 
which is here reproduced from per- 
sonal recollection, will be found in- 
teresting: Shortly after the inaugura- 
tion of Garfield, and while the fierce 
quarrel between Conkling and the 
President was at its height, ex-Gov. 
Tom Young of Ohio called one day 


at the White House. Saluting 
the President, he said: ‘“IHlow 
are you feeling about this 


Robertson-Conkling quarrel, Mr. Pres- 
ident ?”’ ‘*Well, ‘1om,’’ said Garfield, 
affectionately placing his hand upon 
the General’s shoulder—they were close 
friends—"‘I, of course, wish it were 
different, the conflict is not agreeable, 
but it is upon me, and I shall not seek 
to evade my responsibility in the case. 
Don’t you remember something in 
somewhere im Shakespeare which says 
that where two persons ride a horse 
one must ride behind?” ‘Yes,’ re- 
plied Young, “‘I remember it,’’ (quot- 
ing the passage.) ‘‘Well,’’ said Gar- 
field‘‘that is the case now. Do you 
think that the people of the United 
States want their President to ride be- 
hind?” ‘**No, inded,”’ replied Young, 
sententiously, *‘you ride in front, Mr. 
President, and the American people 
will sustain you.’’ 

The result of the controversy proved 
the truth of Gov. Young’s prediction, 
but an indirect result of the unfortu- 
nate affair was the saddest lot which 
the Nation had sustained since the 
death of Lincoln. 

— The quarrel of Conkling with Blaine, 
which had its rise in a very trivial cir- 
cumstance, was bitter, personal and 
implacable. The twe foemen were 
worthy of each other’s steel and broke 
many alancetogether. Notwithstand- 
ing his personal enmity, Blaine had the 
magnanimity to admit in his great 
work, “Twenty Years of Congress,” 
that Conkling was the ablest and most 
brilliant man in the land; and Conk- 
ling, on his part,in cooler moments, 
bore strong testimony—in private, at 
least—to the ability of Blaine and his 
fitness for the Presidency. 

Like Othello, Conkling might truly 
say: ‘‘I have done the State some ser- 
vice.””’ He was a strong supporter of 
the country in the war for the Union. 
A few weeks prior to the electiou of 
1880 the Republican leaders were in 
dou»t and despair. By all but the 
most sanguine the election of Hancock 
was conceded as almost certain. In 
that hour, Conkling, after visiting Gar- 
field, went out into the doubtful 
States, and by the convincing power of 
his oratory helped vastly to change the 
aspect of affairs. 

After his retirement from political 
life, Conkling devoted himself to the 
practice of the law, in which he re- 
ceived very large fees, due, perhaps, 
more to the power of his name and his 
oratorical ability than to his legal at- 
tainments, although these were of no 
mean order. 

In summing up Conkling’s character, 


cord him a high place in the Temple of 
Fame. The blemishes to which we 


cast a sheltering veil of obscurity over 
his vanity and ambition, while his 
sterling—and alas! a!l too rare—quali- 
ties of honor, truthfulness and honesty 
will shine Out with increasing luster as 
the years rol) by. 


Hurrah Campaigns. 


An alleged dispatch from Beston, re- 
cently published in several California. 
papers, purports to give the views of a 
number of ‘prominent’? New England 
Republicans, to the effect that Blaine’s 
vame will carry the convention by 
storm, and that the enthusiasm there 
engendered will be the beginning of a 
grand hurrah, to be carried on through- 
out the entire campaign. It is reason- 
able to suppose that the mere mention 
of the name of the old leader will ex- 
cite great enthusiasm in such a body of 
men asthe Republican Convention, and 
if his letter of withdrawal had not 
taken him completely out of the field, 
he might be renominated, as it is said, 
by storm. This hurrah would un- 
doubtedly continue to the end of the 
campaign; but the question of whether 
Grover Cleveland was to be limited to 
only one term would still remain prob- 
lematical. 

The extraordinary power of a good 
hurrah in a political contest is not to be 
debated. Jt signifies not only popular 
approval of a candidate, but also an 
individual sentiment toward him which 
prompts each member of the party to 
do his best in the labor of the cam- 
paign. If the Republican party should 
nominate a half-hearted man like Ed- 
munds, or a money-record politician 
like Stanford, this sense of personal 
interest on the part of the individual 
members of the organization would be 
reduced to a minimum, and only by the 
substitution of some other force could 
the party hope to win. It was the 
party cries of ‘‘Tippecanoe,”’ “log 
cabin” and ‘hard cider’’ that elected 
Harrison in 1840, and ‘“‘Rough und 
Ready”? that pulled through Taylor 
eight years later~ The thoroughly 
American proclivities of Abraham Lin- 
coln and the services of Grant to his 
country gave those leaders a hold on 
their supporters which made them 
sweep the North with irresistible force. 
In the case of these two, the ‘‘hurrah’’ 
was tompounded with the flood of pa- 
triotism which the war had aroused. 

There is, however, a decided limit to- 
‘what can be accomplished by mere 
party enthusiasm. Even a steady yell 
maintained from June to November 
will not insure the'triumph of a can- 
didate at the ballot box. The cam- 
paizn of 1884 on the part of the Repub- 
lican party was an example of this fact. 
No candidate was ever nominated 
amid more ungovernable enthusiasm 
than Mr. Blaine at Chicago. The 
mere mention of his name plunged the 
assembly into the wildest excitement, 
and the opposition appeared to be 
trifling in numbers and utterly lacking 
in spirit. He was nominated, and his 
candidacy was received by the party 
at large with the same enthusiasm with 
which it was offered. Thé refusal of 
the Mugwumps to support him only 
increased the hurrah of the multitude. 
Never for one instant during the cam- 
paign did this interest flag. It @Qas a 
**hurrab”’ affair from one end to the 
other, and with what result? Which 
one of the former candidates rules in 
the White House, and which is travel- 
ing in Europe for his health? Itis of 
no use tosay: If the Mugwumps had 
not,vr if the Prohibitionists had not, 
or if Burchard had not, etc. The 
trouble is they did, and Mr. Blaine of 
Maine is today a private citizen, and 
the Democrats have the Presidency. 
Plainly, a “hurrah” campaign is not 
always a success. 

It is hard to see how the hurrah of 
1888, if Mr. Blaine is to be the nominee 
of the Republicau party, will be any 
more effective than that of 1884. What 
has Mr. Blaine done in the iast four 
years to make his supporters yell 
louder? He has borne his defeat with 
the dignity of a gentleman, and not 
wishing to continue longer in politics 
has withdrawn his name from the list 
of possible candidates. There is 
nothing about this to increase‘the lung- 
power of his wild-eyed adherents, but 
there is much to make his best friends 
wish to see him entirely out »f the 
race. Inthe meantime his old oppo-} 
nent has been cultivating the ‘*hurrah”’ 
element. He has taken unto himself a 
pretty and a popular wife, and bas 
done well with the loaves and fishes. 
When it comes to mere roaring, Cleve- 
land is not going to be left out as he 
was four years ago. | 

By al! means let us have a campaign 
with enthusiasm and a good hearty 
hurrah, but it must be backed up by a 
united party and a candidate whose 
power will be demonstrated at the 
polls. The yells of young men carrying 
torches are all very well, but the in- 
telligent arguments of solid citizens 
are better. If our Blaine-anyhow con- 
temporaries will,point their ears in the 
direction of the State from which sey- 
eral good Republican Presidents have 
come they will hear the name of a 
clear-headed statesman which rouses 
the best variety of enthusiasm and bur- 
rah—Jobn Sherman. 


Through Freights and Terminal Points. 


Some days since the San Francisco 
Chronicle contained a railroad article, 
from which the following paragraph 1s 
reproduced; 

“The action of the transcontinental“lines 
in establishing terminal points at the more 
important towns of Southern California is 
very annoying to Los Angeles wholesalers, 
who have been ———e the trade, as 
it places their customers in a position to 
purchase from this city or the East at almost 
the same, advantage as the wholesalers 
themselves. Los Angeles has heretofore 
been the sole terminal point, and retailers 
in country towns surrounding that center 
have had to pay local freight rates from 
Los Angeles. As it now stands, River- 
side, San Bernardino, Pomona, Sana Ana 
and other towns can buy in the East 
and ship direct without reshipping from 
Los Angeles, and thus save the local 
freight charges. The arrangement is due 
to the liberal policy of the Atchison, To- 
wka and Santa Fé, whose managers be- 
ieved that there were other towns in 
Southern California — deserving of 
terminal advantages as s Angeles. It 
was represented to the railroad company 
that if the wholesale trade were to be scat- 
tered about the country instead of being 
centered in Los Angeles, a brisk competi- 
tion would ensue, bring ing low prices, 
which would encourage immigration. It is 
a well-known fact that it now costs more to 
live in that section than elsewhere on the 


who are pray for an eraiof cheap. living 
uphold ra d in the move, but the 
Lus Angeles whotesale men are determined 
‘tu fight it as long amd as h«rd as they can.” 


The above does not state the case 
with entire accuracy nor with perfect 
justice to the merchants of Los An- 
geles. 

‘he action of the railroad people 
has, it is true, been made the- subject 
of & joint memorial. by the wholesalers 
and importers of this city, who, in 
their letter, which is addressed ‘To 
the Southern Pacific and Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad Com- 
panies,’’ review the commercial situa- 
tion in its new phase, and show how 
thp new rate will affect unfavorably 
the commercial interests of Los An- 
geles; but they do not, nevertheless, 
seek to have the action of the railroads 
reversed. On the contrary, they say: 
“Wedo not ask you to rescind your 
order already made in this matter, but 
we do ask that you reduce local rates, 80 
that we can hold our trade.”’ 

This gees to the core of the matter, 
and is a request that is sofair and 
reasonable that the railroad companies 
can hardly refuse to consider it favor- 
ably. Our wholesale merchants—as 
fair, enterprising, liberal and broad- 
gauged as any on the Pacific Coast— 
ask of the transportation companies no 
special advantages in the matter of 
freights, but they do ask to 
be placed and kept on a 
footing where they are not at 
a disadvantage, and where they can 
hold their trade in competition with 
San Francisco and the East. For them 
to do this is an advan to Los 
Angeles and all Southern California 
which cannot be successfully disputed. 
This city is, owing to its geographical 
position and other recognized ad- 
vantages, the natural commercial 
center of the south Pacific Coast, and 
any action on the part of the great 
transportation companies that tends to 
cripple its mercantile business will 
prove disastrous to the whole section.

A DYNAMIIPE CKRUISER. 


A Formidable Oratt Almost Ready 
for Launching. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.) The William Cramp & 
Sons Ship and Engine Builders Company 
have nearly completed'a dynamite cruis- 
er gunboat called the Yorktown, de 
signed for the United States navy. It will 
be Jaunched on — April 28th, in the 
presence of Secretary Whitney. It carries 
four pneumatic guns for the hurling of 
dynamite projectiles, each with a range of 
at leasta mile, Tho training of the guns 
is accomplished by steering the vess-l, and 
the loading is all done by steam. The guns 
are of 15-inch caliber, and the sheils, which 
will be fired with great accuracy, twice a 
minute, will contain 600 pounds of ex- 
plosives gelatine, equivalent to 852 pounds 
of dynamite or 946 peunds of gun-eotton. 
It is claimed that thisgun, properly handled, 
will be the most destrnctive engine of war 
yet invented, for the heaviest-armed ves- 
sels in the world wil! go all to pieces from 
the explosion of a shell much smaller than 
those thrown by the guns on the Yorktown.

BELL-W ELLS. 


The Old Libel Business to Be Gone 
Over Again. 

The criminal libel suits instituted by 
Horace Bell against G. Wiley Welis were 
called in Justice Taney’s court yesterday 
morning. 

Mr. Bell assisted the Deputy District At- 
torney in prosecuting the case, and C. C. 
Stephens, Esq., appeared. for the defense. 
Upon the case being called, Mr. Stephens 
said he wished to enter a demurrer to the 
complaint, on the greund that the alleged 
libel was not a public offense, and that in 
any case, the alleged offense was barred by 
the statute of limitations, as defined in 
sections 801-2 of the Penai Code. **The law 
is mandatory” said counsel, “and exception 
is only allowed when the defendant is out 


of the State when tbe offense is committed, 
or during the time he is not an inhabitant 
or resident ef the State within the meaning 
of the statute. A map may be physically 
absent, but under the law an inhabitant and 
resident. The Supreme Court ruled during 
the war time that soldiers cou!d not vote in 
the field, but might do so as residents of 
their different States.”’ Mr. Beil argued 
that the time during which the defendant 
was out of the State could not be 
counted in the time allowed by law for the 
filing of a complaint, and quoted instances 
of previous cases, in order to sustain the 
stand he took. He failed to understand 
how a man could be absent from a State 
and yet commit a crime in it, and he 
t his argiment to a conclusion b 

twitting counsel on the opposite side wit 
not being able to quote their authorities. 
Mr. Stephens then pr to show most 
ingepiously that a man can, by propagating 
a libel in many States, render himself 
liable to the iaw. “Wy,” said counsel,” 
it is possibie for me to be in one State and 
shoot a inan in another, thereby committing 
a crime in two States; in one where I was, 
and in the other where I was not. 

The Court determined to take the point 
raised under advisement until morning, 
when a decision will be rendered at 9 
o'clock,

A Building Suit that Seems to be 
Complicated. 

J. Murietta has just commenced suit in 
which the following parties figure as de 
fendants: F. W. Dearborn, assignee in 
insolvency of W. E. Lane, D. Kuox & Co., 
the Willamette Steam Milis Lumbering and 
Manufacturing Co., F. A. Bull & Co., ¥. S. 
Hamilton, B. A. Breakey, Whittier, Fuller 
& Co., the California Door Co., Howard, 
Latham & Co., the Los Angeles Storage Co., 
F. H. Rhodes, B. Breen, B. Roach and 
others. On the 4th of April, 1887, Mr. Mur- 
jetta entered into a contract with Lane to 


furnish building material and labor in the 
erection ofa block in the city, and after 


the building was rtiaily completed—on 
the 6th of March, 1858—the contract was 
abandoned. At that date plaintiff had 


paid $8750 to poem one he thereupon gave 
notice to him that he would proceed to fin- 
ish the work himself, and he did so in ae- 
cordance with the origina! plans and speci- 
fications at a cost of $3619.59, concluding 
the work on April 6, 1888. 

It is alleged by plaintiff in the body of

Dearborn, as assignee of the Lane estate, 
also puts forward a claim, and, therefore, 
the P aintiff prays that the balance may be 
paid into court, and that the respective 
rights of the various parties may de- 
termined, and that proceedings be stayed 
for 60 days.

after Coszrove’s wounds had been dressed, 
to the County Jail, where Hardwick was 
charged with an assault with a deadly 
weapon and the charge of battery entered 
against Cosgrove.
